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BILL 75 CHALLENGED 

TheFrench-languageassocia- 
lion that represen ts sc hool boards 
in Ontario is taking the govern- 
ment to court to challenge Bill 
75. 

At a recent meeting of the 
"Association francaise des con- 
seils scolaires de l'Ontario" 
(AFCSO), the board of directors 
passed a motion stipulating that 
the Minister of Education be 
advised of the AFCSO's inten- 
tion to challenge Bill 75. The 
challenge was made in order to 
increase the minimum number 
of French-language trustees on 
school Boards from three to eight 
and to give the French-speaking 
community the right to fully 
govern their French-language 
schools and that steps be taken 
to attain this goal. 

The motion came as good news 
to members of the Sudbury Board 
of Education ' s French- language 
Education Council who have 
been taking the position for the 



past two years that three French- 
language trustees are an insuffi- 
cient in numbers to fairly repre- 
sent and govern the Board's 
French-language section. "In 
addition, we havealso found that 
Bill 75 sets out certain powers 
but does not give the financial 
means to exercise those powers 
and as a result many efforts may 
be easily stymied," says Jean- 
Jcques Paquette, chairman of the 
Sudbury Board of Education's 

French-language Education 
Council.

MICROWAVE OVENS 
HELP CHEMISTRY 

A new use for the microwave 
oven has been discovered, this 
time in the chemistry labora- 
tory. 

Three scientists from Lauren- 
tian University in Sudbury, 
Ontario have found that micro- 
wave ovens can speed up chemi- 
cal reactions to rates as much as 
a thousand times faster than 
normal.. 

In an article in the Canadian 
Journal of Chemistry , the sci- 
entists report that it ordinarily 
takes about 12 hours to produce 
a compound called 4-cyano- 
phenyl bcnqyl ether. But in a 
domestic microwaveoven, cook- 
ing time is cut down to just 35 
seconds.

ard Gedye, Frank Smith and Ken- 
neth Westaway. Their discov- 
ery could be as important a step 
forward as the jump from the 
Bunsen burner to electric heat- 
ing. 

The secret of microwave 
chemistry lies in the solvent in 
which the chemical reaction is 
carried out, say the scientists. 
They found that 'highly polar' 
solvents work best in a micro- 
wave oven. A highly polar sol- 
vent is one in which the elec- 
trons of each molecule are dis- 
tributed unevenly so that one 

end of the molecule is negative 
and the other end is positive. 
Only with this imbalance can a 
molecule absorb microwave en- 
ergy. _.

BLOOD DONOR CLINIC A 
SUCCESS! 

Just think, for a moment, of a 
long thin plastic seringe enter- 
ing your vein, slowly, deeply 
stinging just a bit as it settles, 
staying there for a period of tew 
to twelve minutes...almost 200 
students Wednesday the 1 2th put 
that thought aside and volun- 
teered to donate blood for the 
Red Cross Association. The 
cheerful staff greeted every doner 
as an old friend and this made 
the dreaded place seem some- 
what friendly. 

For this occasion, half the 
Great Hall was turned into a room 
filled with long chairs, Red Cross 
staff and nurses, where scared 
faces were seen all day giving 
the gift of life, in other words, 
half a litre of their blood. 

The day was well organized 
and the flow of the donors was 
quite steady. People generally 
spent half an hour at the clinic, 
waiting only a few minutes be- 
fore a chair was empty and their 
blood tests were done. 

After the donation had been 
given, the students were even 
treated to coffee and donuts. 
From the Red Cross, this showed 



the appreciation of their gener- 
osity. 

The clinic opened its doors at 
10:30 in the morning with a goal 
in mind of 130 donations. By 
2:30, they were already at 1 16, 
just a mere 14 short of their

One of the nurses was heard 
saying "We could have reached 
a much higher number with all 
the people here, but too many 
have colds."

Pamphlets explaining the rea- 
sons to donate blood were given 
to all volunteers. This informa- 
tion served its cause. It reas- 
sured many and explained what 
one should do after giving blood.

LEARNING ABOUT FREE 
TRADE BY GIB MCINNIS 



There is a federal election on 
November 21, 1988, in which 
Canadians will vote either in 
favour of free trade or against. 
This is the second time free trade 
can cither make or break a gov- 
ernment. The first was the Lib- 
eral Laurier government of 1 9 1 1 , 
which Laurier lost. 

Today, I believe that Canadi- 
ans are not well informed on the 
issueof free trade with the United 
States. I, being a Political Sci- 
ence student, feel obligated to 
inform them. 

Two areas which I will focus 
on are: the manufacturing as 
well as the natural resource in- 
dustry. Basically, these two areas 
represent the pros and cons of 
the argument The U.S. market 
is a strong market which we may 
know, however some may not 
know that it functions as well as 
it does because it is a "primary" 
market. (Primary meaning the 
manufacturing industry). 

To manufacture products, you 
need natural resources to "feed" 
the manufacturing sector. Can- 
ada has those natural resources, 
and the U.S . needs them. This in 
turn promots jobs for Canadians 
in the area of manufacturing. 
However, the manufacturing 
industry will suffer to a certain 
extent depending upon the 
government's support. With free 
tde, prices of products will de- 
crease, and this is initially good 
for Canadians. 



The owners of the Canadian 
manufacturing companies will 
lose profit, due to the decreasing 
prices. Therefore the owners of 
the companies have two choices 
to ease the burden due to lower- 
ing prices; first, they could cut 
wages or even lay off workers 
which would have to be propor- 
tionate to the decrease in the 
price of their products,. A sec- 
ond, and the choice I prefer, is to 
expand productivity so the ex- 
cess profits would equal to the 
loss that would result in the 
decreased price of those prod- 
ucts. But, initially, companies 
could not expand productivity, 
simply because they (the own- 
ers) don't have the machinery or 
technology lying around or not 
working. 

So the manufacturing indus- 
try will, unless the government 
can help it expand with the 
needed machinery, deteriorate. 
Whether this will be through 
subsidy or tax breaks which is 
another topic to be discussed. 

But I think that the public 
should be aware if the Canadian 
govenment intends to subsidize 
or give concessions to help ex- 
pand productivity. 

The National debate on Ocl24 
and 25, the first night being in 
French and the second in Eng- 
lish, will be aired and this debate 
will answer the problem.

Grande, Quebec, last August, 
initiated a Federal/Provincial 
conference concerning the storage 
of PCB's(Polychlorinated Biphenyls). 

The government, not wishing to 
see a "repeat performance" of the 
fire which caused the immediate 
evacuation of 3500 residents, issued 
a list which identified possible PCB 
storage sites. 

The inventory lists more than 
2500 sites, including the U of W. 
The University of Toronto, the 
University of Waterloo, and York's 
Glendon College were also included 
on the list of Ontario's PCB storage 
sites. 

Schools remaining uncertain as 
to the amount of PCB stored, have 
been described collectively as 
containing less than one tonne of 
the chemical. 

In Windsor's case, Mike 
Paraschak ( Ontario Ministry of the 
Environment) explains that "The 
PCB's are stored in an approved 
sight at the Union Street Physical 
Plant" 

The University originally used 
it as a coolant in electrical equip- 
ment Recent attempts to collect 
additional information are at a 
standstill, as Stan Pressnail, 
Maintenance Superintendent of the 
University's Physical Plant was 
unavailable for comment 

The disturbing problem of how 
to get rid of existing PCB's lingers. 



as the only incinerator in Canada is 
located in Alberta, and does not 
accept PCB's from outside the 
province. 

PCB's are generally used as 
coolants, insulators in industrial 
and electrical equipment additives 
to prints, rubber, and lubricants. 

In 1977, PCB production was 
banned due to the fact it has been 
proven carcenogenic, causes certain 
brain disorders, and birth defects in 
lab animals. 

The uneasiness of people to- 
wards PCB'S has been a problem 
for 15 years. Kai Millard (member 
of the environmentalist group 
Pollution Probe explains "It is 
appalling that we haven't had basic 
disposal standards long, long, ago." 

Current PCB destruction in- 
volves heating in furnaces with 
temperatures above 1000°C. Sci- 
entists at the national Research 
Council of Canada, have develped 
a new method of disposing concen- 
trated PCB's. This process chemi- 
cally changes the dangerous toxic 
material so it can be destroyed in 
common low temperature furnaces, 
which would if not eliminate, lessen 
the present problem of where to 
bum it in regards to Alberta's 
boycotts against out of province 

PCB's. 

Provided that PCB's are stored 
in small amounts and are regularity 
supervised, there is no immediate 
threat of hazard to the environment 
The new process will be marketed 
through the industrial Research 
Assistance Program (IRAP). 

An estimated 25,000 tons of 
PCB's have yet to be eliminated in 
Canada. Furthermore, Federal/ 
Provincial environment ministers 
are planning to phase out PCB 
entirely by 1993.D

cial employment and develop- 
ment". 

A further element of urgency 
has been added by the current push 
for Bill C-130, commonly known 

"75% of grads 
are leaving" 

as tree trade. Brown offered a sim- 
ple warning: "In a free trade envi- 
ronment, Canada has got to come 
up with a better system of em- 
ploying its graduates. Canada will 
not be able to compete economi- 
cally with our current system." 

Unemployment is a sobering 
situation that faces university 
graduates across the country. Here 
at the U of S, a solution is being 
sought. U of S Students' Union 
President Ed Zerr has outlined a 
plan for a new on-campus em- 
ployment centre. 

"The centre will involve a 
unique computerized network to 
aid employment opportunities for 
university graduates," said Zerr. 
He emphasized that "the network 
will help overcome the communi- 
cation difficulties posed by Sas- 
katchewan geography and popula- 
tion". 

The employment centre is still 
in the planning stage, with one 



major hurdle to cross. USSU Ex- 
ternal Vice President Lori Stene 
will travel to Ottawa on to lobby 
for the $100,000 Federal grant 
needed for the project 

Zerr expressed some worries 
about the lobby attempt "Due to 
the upcoming Federal election, 
the lobby could have trouble 
reaching MPs and ministers." 

This seems to be a short term 
problem, though, as the current 
employment situation appears 
grave enough to warrant election 
attention. 

'Graduate employment should 
become an issue on this campus, 
hopefully providing motivation 
for the project in government" 
said Zerr. "With the support of 
current Saskatoon MP, Don Ra- 
vis, in Ottawa, and of university 
administrations around Canada, as 
well as student councils and po- 
tential employers, the project has 
strong support," he concluded. 

While the problem of finding 
jobs after graduation increases, the 
enrollment at universities across 
Canada is on the upswing. It is 
obvious that the current employ- 
ment situation will not be ending 
in the near future. The program 
taking shape at USSU offices ap- 
pears a step forward in these un- 
certain times. 



University sitting 
on housing fence

The University of Waterloo 
will not take a position in the 
on-going debate over exclusion- 
ary housing bylaws. Speaking at 
the October 4 Board of Gover- 
nors meeting, UW President 
Doug Wright said, "This is not a 
good issue in which to take a 
strong position." He recom- 
mended the Board "not directly 
address the issue but rather 
comment on our experience to 



the province." 

On June 7, Waterloo Mayor 
Marjorie Carroll asked the Board 
of Governors for support in her 
battle against the province's 
plans to ban the bylaws. 

The bylaw restricts the 
number of unrelated people liv- 
ing in a single dwelling. Similar 
bylaws are in effect in other uni- 
versity communities and have 
been attacked by the Ontario 
Federation of Students and stu- 
dent government representa- 
tives.

On Wednesday, October 19, "Issues of Global 
Survival" will be the theme for the meeting, to be 
held at Bishop fl/lacdonnell High School at 8 pm. 

Dr. Mark Waldron will chair the second meet- 
ing to be herd at Centennial Collegiate at 7:30 
pm on Tuesday, November 15. This is an open 
forum for the public to question the candidates 
on any issue of concern. 
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Every Canadian citizen 18 years of age 
and older is eligible to vote in a federal 
election if their place of ordinary resi- 
dence is in Canada, as of the first day 
of enumeration. 

Remember that to vote, your name 
must be on the Voters' List for the poll- 
ing division that you consider to con- 
tain your place of ordinary residence. 
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HERE IS MY PLACE OF 
ORDINARY RESIDENCE? 



Your place of ordinary residence is 
the place that you consider to be your 
home. This could be a room, an apart- 
ment, a students' residence or your 
parents' or guardians' home. 

• If you are a student living in the 
family home, you should be on the 
Voters' List for the polling division in 
which your home is located. 

• If you are a student on your own, 
living in Canada, but you consider 
your parents' or guardians' home to 
be your place of ordinary residence, 
even if you are only there for short 
periods of time each year, your name 
should be on the Voters' List for the 
polling division in which your par- 
ents' or guardians' home is located. 

• If you are a student living on your 
own in Canada, and you consider 
your place of ordinary residence to 
be the place in which you are physi- 
cally residing on the first day of 
enumeration, you should be on the 
Voters' List for that polling division. 



OW CAN I BE SURE MY 
NAME IS ON THE VOTERS' 
LIST? 

If you have been enumerated you will 
receive a Notice of Enumeration Card 
through the mail. This card which is 
mailed to your ordinary residence, 
will confirm that your name is on the 
Voters' List and will explain where and 
when you can vote. If you have not 
received a card by three weeks before 
Election Day, your name may not be 
on the Voters' List. Contact your 
ELECTIONS CANADA OFFICE in your 
riding to find out. It is up to you to 
make sure that your name is added to 
the list. If you have not called vour 
local ELECTIONS CANADA OFFICE 
and had your name added during this 
revision period (the 19th, 18th and 
17th days before Election Day), you 
will not be allowed to vote (except in 
rural areas where someone may vouch 
for you on Election Day). 

The telephone number of your 
ELECTIONS CANADA OFFICE will 
appear in the press at periodic intervals 
during the election period and may also 
be obtained from Directory Assistance 
if you know the name of your electoral 
district.

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HERE DO I VOTE? 



You vote in the polling division where 
your name is on the Voters' List. If you 
are going to be away on Election Day, 
you may vote at the advance poll, 
which is held on the second Saturday 
before Election Day and on the Monday 
and Tuesday of the week preceding 
Election Day, or, if you are unable to 
vote on any of these days, vou may 
vote in the ELECTIONS CANADA 
office for your riding starting Monday, 
the 21st day before Election Day. 

However, if you are absent on all of 
those days from your place of ordinary 
residence due to your full-time attend- 
ance at a recognized educational insti- 
tution in Canada (any establishment 
that teaches an intellectual or manual 
skill), during an academic term, you 
may vote by proxy. 



• Make sure your name is on the 
Voters' List where you ordinarily 
reside. 

• Choose someone — a family member 
or friend — to vote on your behalf. 
Any person who is on the Voters' 
List for the same polling division as 
yourself may be your proxy voter, 
as long as he or she has not yet been 
appointed proxy voter for another 
voter. 

• Obtain an Elections Canada form 

EC 1070 — Appointment and Consent 
of Proxy Voter — from any 
ELECTIONS CANADA OFFICE 
(there is one in each riding where 
your returning officer coordinates the 
election process). Fill in the appoint- 
ment section, and have the declara- 
tion confirming that you are a prop- 
erly registered full-time student 
completed on the back of the form, 
then have your proxy voter sign. 

• The completed form EC 1070 must 
then be handed in person by your 
proxy voter or yourself to your 
Returning Officer at the ELECTIONS 
CANADA OFFICE in the electoral 
district where you are both on the 
Voters' List, before 10 p.m. on the 
Friday preceding Election Day. The 
Returning Officer will then issue a 
Certificate and Oath of Proxy Voter 
(form EC 1080), which must be taken 
and completed by your proxy voter 
when voting at the polling station on 
Election Day. (In specially designated 
rural areas, the proxy voter may vote 
on your behalf using the Appoint- 
ment and Consent of Proxy Voter 
form EC 1070, as long as it contains 
an oath properly sworn before a 
commissioner for oaths.) 
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HAT IE I AM WORKING 
AWAY FROM HOME 
BETWEEN ACADEMIC 
TERMS? 



If you are temporarily employed in any 
gainful occupation away from home 
between academic terms, you may 
be put on the Voters' List where you 
are temporarily living and working. 
However this only applies if you are 
in continuous residence there from the 
date the election is called until Election 
Day. 
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t any federal election in Canada, individ- 
uals may vote if:

OTTERS' LISTS 



In urban areas, teams of two people called 
enumerators visit each household and fill out a 
record of enumeration, a copy of which they 
leave with the elector. 

In rural areas, enumerators prepare the 
Voters' Lists from information at their 
disposal. 

A'fter the enumeration, every Canadian citi- 
zen eligible to vote should receive a NOTICE 
OF ENUMERATION card in the mail. This 
card: 




yOTING IN CANADA 



In Canada, the Prime Minister chooses the date for 
federal elections but an official called the Chief 
Electoral Officer has the responsibility for running 
them. He is appointed by and is directly responsible 
to the House of Commons. His Office, also known as 
Elections Canada, is therefore a non-partisan agency 
of the federal Parliament. It is not connected to any 
political party. 



JHE RIGHT TO VOTE 

The right to vote is guaranteed in the Canadian 
Constitution to: 

• every Canadian citizen — by birth or naturalization, 
who is 

• 18 years of age or older and 

• whose name is on the voters' list. 



JHE VOTERS ' LIST 



Before each election a new list of eligible electors is 
prepared. This operation is called ENUMERATION. 

Throughout the country, Elections Canada's 
enumerators collect the information needed for the 
voters' list usually by visiting electors in their homes. 

Everyone who has been enumerated then receives a 
card in the mail called a NOTICE OF ENUMERATION 
which confirms that his/her name is on the voters' list 
and indicates where and when to vote. 



VOTING 



At the polling station the voter is given a ballot paper 
on which the names of the candidates are listed in 
alphabetical order together with the party they repre- 
sent. Candidates may also run as "INDEPENDENT" 
or without any political affiliation. 

The voter marks the ballot paper once with an "X" in 
the circle next to the name of the candidate of his/her 
choice and folds the ballot so as to conceal how 
he/she has voted. 



VOTING IS SECRET 



No one can force a person to vote for any particular 
candidate on the ballot. No one can be forced to tell 
who he/she voted for or is going to vote for and no 
one can see or find out how a person has voted. The 
law makes sure that the vote is secret. 

AN IMPORTANT REMINDER 

Everyone whose name is on the voters' list is entitled 
to have 4 consecutive hours to vote while the polls are 
open on election day. This time must be at the 
employer's convenience but without any deductions 
from pay or other penalty.

The Chief Electoral Officer has a legal obliga- 
tion to appoint a person called the Commis- 
sioner of Canada Elections who is responsible 
for enforcing the Elections Act.

Housing 

Housing is a mass social problem in Ontar- 
io. Students, like others on fixed incomes, 
face high rents, low vacancy rates, and dis- 
criminatory bylaws. Residence space has 
not kept pace with university enrolment 
growth. A recent government residence 
building program will pass on most of the 
costs to students. 

There must be an in-depth study of actual 
residence space needs, to be followed by 
up-front funding for these units. Exclu- 
sionary bylaws, which limit the number of 
people who can live in one unit, must be 
banned. The government must enforce and 
toughen the Rental Housing Protection Act, 
which regulates the number of condomin- 
ium conversions in the province. The ban on 
building college residences in the south, 
should be lifted. Housing must remain a 
right, and not a privilege dependant upon in- 



"Cut to the Bone" 
Post-Secondary Education in Ontario 

Universities and Colleges in Ontario are in 
trouble. Their buildings are crumbling, their 
libraries are deteriorating, their support staff 
and faculty overworked, and their students 
frustrated by the declining quality of their 
education. 

The Ontario Federation of Students (OFS) is 
fighting to change that. As students, we 
stand for an accessible, quality, and proper- 
ly-funded, post-secondary educational sys- 
tem. Education helps individuals overcome 
barriers to social mobility, such as gender, 
ethnicity, region and class.

Underfunding and You 

While enrolment has gone up 7% in 1987, 
and 12% in 1988, provincial operating 
grants per student have fallen behind infla- 
tion by some 1 5% over the past ten years. 
Federal cuts in transfer payments, research 
granting councils, and college skills training 
programs, have worsened an already dismal 
state of affairs. 

What does this mean for students? Well, it 
translates into jam packed classrooms, 
higher tuition, inadequate student aid, dete- 
riorating labs, and obsolete libraries. 

It's time for action. The OFS recommends 
that operating grants to colleges and uni- 
versities be increased by 20%. Up to 3000 
new faculty need to be hired. A study must 
be done on the funding needs of the prov- 
ince's university and college libraries, addi- 
tional funding in the interim is desperately 
required. Capital funding of $862 million is 
needed by the universities, just to take care 
of existing properties, and meet increased 
demand. Colleges need funds to renovate 
and upgrade their facilities to better simulate 
current workplace technologies. 

Student Representation 

Fundamental to any educational system is 
the democratic right of participation by stu- 
dents in the major decision making bodies 
of their institutions. Currently, in Ontario, col- 
lege students are forbidden to sit on Boards 
of Governors, and/or denied voting privi- 
leges. University governing bodies are be- 
ing restructured, often cutting student repre- 
sentation significantly. 

The OFS demands these discriminatory 
practices be stopped. College students 
must be given full rights of participation on 
their Board of Governors immediately, there 
is no need for a study of the matter. University 
students must be guaranteed increased rep- 
resentation on their Senates, faculty hiring 
committees, and academic review boards.

Tuition 

While government operating grants to col- 
leges and universities have decreased dra- 
matically over the past ten years, tuition has 
more than doubled. Ontario students pay, 
through their tuition, 17.6% of the general 
operating income of universities, compared 
to a national average of 1 1 %. A recent Fed- 
eral government report, known as the Lortie 
Report, has recommended that tuition be 
"deregulated", to a maximum of $2500. 

The OFS will fight any such move. Tuition 
constitutes a very important part of the 
overall costs of attending university or col- 
lege. High tuition will eliminate accessibility 
for groups under-represented in post-sec- 
ondary education in this province: natives, 
the disabled, francophones, women, and 
those from low socio-economic back- 
grounds. Current student aid programs only 
serve to burden students with enormous 
debts. Tuition levels must be frozen, and 
more emphasis placed on grants rather than 
loans. 

What Can You Do?

Street Legal is a Candian pro- 
duction filmed almost entirely 
in Toronto. Its characters are 
mainly comprised of three 
lawyers:Chuck, Leon Rebino- 
vitch, and Carrie Barr, Chuch's 
wife Lisa, the firm's detective 
Steve and the receptionist Glo- 
ria. 

Leon is very idealistic and 
emotional, while Chuck is the 
unbending one who rarely gives 
in to impulses and does not let 
his emotions rule him. Carrie is 
usually in the middle of their 
arguments and she is usually 
level-headed, rarely losing her 
control. 

Friday's episode dealt with 
several issues, such as working 
mothers, dealing with the death 
of a loved one, and capital pun- 
ishment. Perhaps this was too 
demanding as it seemed to me 
that all the stories were rushed 
through. Not enough time was 
alloted for any of these stories, 
expecially the one concerning 
capital punishment. 

Of course Leon was involved 
in this issue as he was represent- 
ing a man wanted for murder in 
th state of Florida. The penalty 
for murder in Florida is the elec- 
trc chair. Canada may refuse to 



send as alleged criminal back to 
where capital punishment is the 
practice of the state or country. 
Both views are voiced on this 
issue, through Chuck who sup- 
ports capital punishment and 
Leon who is against. 

The District Attorney comes 
up from Florida to defend their 
position on the case. They want 
the man returned to the state of 
Florida Meanwhile, the alleged 
criminal is in turmoil and has no 
desire to return. Leon fights for 
his case quite passionately and 
loses. After he announces his 
defeat to the man, the man loses 
complete control and tries to kill 
Leon.

Chuck is unsympathetic to the 
situation until she brings the baby 
to his office and returns his advice 
to schedule his meetings around 
the baby's naps. She wins the 
debate by obtaining a nanny to 
take care of the baby.

Chuck thinks that she is fantastic 
for the firm, Carrie's attitude is 
one of waiting to see the results, 
and Leon's is one of mistrust. I 
imagine that this plot will de- 
velop extensively in the follow- 
ing episodes. Next week's ma- 
jor issue is abortion. 

I enjoyed viewing Street Le- 
gal throughout last year. I was a 
little disappointed in this epi- 
sode, but I do hope that it is 
returned to a better time slot.

Aaron Davis comes from the 
Toronto jazz band Manteca. To' 
this album he brings not only hisj 
musicianship and expertise from 
his experience with this band, but 
also experience from outside of the 
North American jazz scene's usual haunts. 
This is not because Davis is all that big of a 
name that he cannot draw the big-name 
sessionmen, but when a musician of the 
calibre of keyboardist Davis writes such 
great music and knows such great but 
little-known musicians, who needs big 
names? 

All seven songs on the album are finely 
crafted and exquisitely executed. This is 
Dot squeak and squawk jazz; it has melody, 
rhythm and lyrics and a very nice way of 
taking the listener into the music rather 
than assaulting the ears and going through 
the head, leaving the listener shell-shocked 
and unsure whether to love the music or 
pass it off as "too-cerebral-so-it-must- 
be-good." 

Basi Mahlasela's vocals on "Mandela" 
and "Biko" are wonderfully smooth, as are 
Molly Johnson's vocals on the title cut. 
The production is smooth. The music is 
smooth. This jazz is smooth. 

For the hardcore jazz freaks. Neon Blue 
may be too smooth But for the regular 
jazz afficionado. or the uninitiated, Aaron 
Davis dishes out some great music.
